Elections 

Outreach and voter registration efforts continued this week with Elections staff attending the end of the year 
event at the Hope of the Valley Rescue Mission in CD6 and the 20th Annual Oshogatsu Festival in Little 
Tokyo on New Year's Day in CD 14. Approximately 400 people were reached and 15 were registered to 
vote. 

Staff is preparing for Neighborhood Council (NC) workshops to be held in February and began work on an 
informational video for NC candidates. 


Business Improvement Districts (BIDs) 

NBID staff began evaluating the 13 responses to the Public Information Campaign RFP and 4 responses 
to the Capacity Building and Leadership Training RFP. 

The NBID Technical Research Unit is currently reviewing data for a potential Hollywood Media BID 
expansion.
